Mr Bailey was constantly at 
loggerheads with his brother clergymen, but 
their differences were likely to have been for- 
gotten by that gentleman’s departure for 
England. But concurrently with his leave- 
taking certain statements affecting the rev. 
gentleman got about, and these have led to 
a newspaper warfare, which has set half 
Christchurch by the ears, and furnished the 
sc an dal -loving portion of that community 
with a fruitful topic of conversation. It ap- 
pears that the Dean of Christchurch, in the 
course^ of a visitation to one of Mr Bailey’s 
parishioners, informed her in the course of 
conversation "that Mr Bailey had a wife in 
England who was separated from him on ac 
count of his ill-treatment of her, he having 
been compelled for this reason to take the 
young lady home again, ” Of course the pub- 
lication of this statement led to the dean re- 
ceiving a communication from Mr Bailey,
